IARU supports proposal for .Radio domain name 

The International Amateur Radio Union (TARU) has expressed public support for a .radio 
top-level domain name. Under the proposal as put forth by the European Broadcasting Union 
(EBU), registration will be available via the EBU to all eligible radio representative organisations 
and broadcasters, Internet radios, radio amateurs, radio professionals and their respective rep- 
resentative organizations, as well as companies providing radio-specific products and services in 
order to create a worldwide radio community. The Internet Corporation must approve the pro- 
posal for Assigned Names and Numbers (ICANN http://www.icann.org/); this organisation is re- 
sponsible for the coordination of the global Internet's systems of unique identifiers and, in par- 
ticular, ensuring it is stable and secure operation.

African DX 
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Ghana, 9G. Emil, ZS6EGB, is back in Ghana as of 20 July under a new assignment with the Mining 
Group operating in the Central Province. He states, "We are setting up a new Clinic and will only 
be operational after my vacation." Please look for 9G5ZS on most bands. His usual set-up will be 
an Icom IC-706 mkIIG and a HyGain Vertical plus Dipoles for the low bands. QSL via ZS6EGB, 
see QRZ.com. 


Zimbabwe, Z2 and possibly Zambia, 9J. Gerard (Gert), ZS6AYU, will be active as Z21GF from 
Victoria Falls between 22 and 25 October. Activity will be holiday style on 40 - 10 metres using 
CW only. He will use a Cushcraft R7000 vertical running 400 watts. QSL via ZS6AYU, direct or 
by the Bureau. Gert also mentions that he intends to visit Zambia (waiting for the license) be- 
tween 19 and 22 October. 


Uganda, 5X (Update). Nick, G3RWF, informs that he is returning to Uganda on 16 October and 
expects to be on the air probably the next day as 5X1NH. He mentions that he will return to 
the UK on 12 December and states, "Same set-up as usual - mixture of bands and modes". This 
probably means 80 - 10 metres, he prefers to operate CW but will also be on the Digital modes 
with some SSB. There will be no 160 m (no room for an antenna) and 6 metres is not licensed. 
Operations will be limited because Nick does voluntary work at the "Mountains of the Moon Uni- 
versity" in Fort Portal, so activity will be during his off hours. He adds that he is carrying all of 
his gear there (rig is K3). Nick has put over 100k QSOs in the log from Uganda and is looking 
for more! If you hear Nick's call sign before 16 October, it is a PIRATE! 

Added note from Nick: He will be active as 5B/G3RWF during the month of September 
while on holiday. 


Togo, 5V. Look for Wim, ON4CIT, to be active from Lome (WW Loc. JJO6od), Maritime region, 
Golfe prefecture, Togo, as 5V7TH between 26 October and 4 November 2012. Plans are to be 
active on 40 - 6 metres SSB, CW and RTTY, using an IC-7000, 6-band Broadband hexbeam, ver- 
ticals for 30 & 40 m and Expert 1K-FA amplifier.
